Somebody's 
Tongue Slipped 


The biggesl collection of reporters 


in any capital of the world is slalion- 
ed in Washinglon. Every day Ibis small 
army goes qucsling for news. Every 
day the newspaper men get negative 
replies or no answers at all to cer- 
tain press conference queries they ad- 
dress lo the President, the cabinet 
ministers or various representalives 
of important government agencies. 


The scribes fully understand. They 


know the nation is facing an emer- 
gency. They comprehend the absolute 
necessity of withholding fromihe pub- 
lic newsv of (his country's defense 
efforts that might be valuable to 
Adolf Hitler. 


When they ask how many airplanes, 


tanks, machine guns and pieces of 
artillery 
have been 
produced 
and 


how many more are contemplated, 
they arc not at all surprised when 
they gel no salisfaction. They realize 
this is information Nazi spies arc anx- 
ious to obtain. 


So it came as a genuine surprise 


to the scribes and a very disagree- 
able shock lo many persons in the 
government when the Maritime Com- 
mission let il be known lhal arms, 
munitions, tanks and planes for Rus- 
sia would bo routed from now on, 
not across the PacifK Ocean to Vlad- 
ivostok, but from Boston lo Archan- 
gel. 


That news was a golden gift to the 


skippers of the submarines and raid- 
ers that Hitler has sent out into the 
North Atlanlic. Doubllcss his seamen 
and airmen would eventually have 
discovered the facts, but the report 
saved them lime and trouble. 11 put 
them on notice lo go gunning for 
important game. It almost told them 
exactly where to lurk for their prey, 
bec&se there are not many sea-lan- 
es between Boston and Archangel. 


It has increased the danger to Amer- 


ican vessels carrying supplies to Rus- 
sia. 
It has made more difficult the 


task of the warships whose duty it 
will he to shepherd the convoys safe- 
ly to port. It has made more likely tlic- 
los sof some cargoes lhal are invalu- 
able.

Soviet Armies 
Counter Success- 
fully at Moscow 
and Rostov 


By the Associated Press 
Russian armies were credited in 


front line dispatches Thursday with 
throwing the Germans beak across the 
Nam river some 50 miles southwest of 
Moscow while on the southern front 
Soviet troops wore declared to have 
won strategic heights guarding the 
route to Rostov-on-Don. 


Tass, Russian news agency, said the 


Germans tried rcpcalidiy to cross the 
Nar;i but were beaten buck. 


Counter attacking Soviet troops then 


stormed across the river and entrench- 
ed themselves on the south bank un- 
der heavy fire, Tass said. 


Slowed down in land 
offensives 


against Moscow the Germans 
sent 


more than 300 planes in a mass as- 
sault on the capital Wednesday, the 
Russian radio said. 


"It was the biggest attack yet car- 


ried out but was unsuccessful as all 
previous raids," the radio declared 
adding that 39 Nazi planes were shot 
down. 


Nazis Say Little 
Big scale aerial attacks on Moscow 


have been underway for several days. 
Hitler's high command, silent on op- 
erations around Moscow, said Ger- 
man troops were now swarming into 
the upper Donets river 
industrial 


basin on a broad front. 


On the lower reaches of the Donets 


the Russians claimed they stopped tho 
Nazi onslaught massed around Ros- 
tov composed of Hitler's elite guards 
which have ~ been marking time for 
several days and asserted that Ger- 
man tanks were being used as sta- 
tionary fortresses to hold gains. 


While the Germans advance in the 


north in the Kharkov sector it was 
apparent that Marshall Timoshcnko's 
forces were making a supreme stand 
to defense Rostov and thus prevent 
the Nazi armies from turning Ros- 
tov into a corner, southward into the 
Caucasus. 


In the Crimea where the invaders 


forced a breakthrough after ten days 
of assault the Nazi command said the 
Russian rearguard was shattered and 
that German forces were relentless- 
ly on the "heels of the defeated en- 
emy." Several thousand more prison- 
ers were taken, the command said 
as the Nazi troops pushed on across 
the age-old Crimean battlefield to- 
ward the Black sea port of Sevas- 
topol. 


Resist Stubbornly 
A bulletin from Adolf Hitler's head- 


quarters gave no specified details o: 
the advance into the upper Donets 
basin where Kharkov had already 
been captured by the Germans. 


SovL-t 
dispatches concceding the 


loss of Kharkov declared that in tak- 
ing the city the Germans lost nearlj 
120,000 in killed and 
wounded, 450 


tanks, 3,000 trucks and 200 guns. 


Around the key Don river port o 


Rostov the Russians said they were 
stubbornly resisting all Nazi attempts 
at a breakthrough. 


"Our units are gradually streng 


thening and improving their positions 
the Moseow radio said. 


In the Slalino sector, 100 miles nortl 


of Rostov Germany's Italian allie 
acknowledged they had been bailee 
by Russian counter attacks and add 
cd that they had not been "given a 
moments peace or rest in 8 days," a 
reported by Stcfani, official Italiai 
news agency. 


On the central front it seemed clea 


that the German armies were stallei 
for the moment if not actually losin 
ground in the 29-clay-ohl battle fo 
Moscow.

Announced Together 
Taylor, standing beside the mine 


workers' president when it was made, 
said he was "very much 
gratified 


with the broad cooperation which Mr. 
Lewis has displayed in a difficult 
situation in a time of great national 
peril." 


Lewis and Taylor called in report- 


ers after the union leader had con- 
ferred two hours with district lead- 
ers of the union. 


In announcement of the agreement 


to return to work, Lewis said the Un- 
ion leaders had accepted the Presi- 
dent's proposal on "my recommen- 
dation.' 


Full Board Consideration 
Mr. Roosevelt proposed in a letter 


to William H. Davis, chairman of the

mines be reopened, pending further 
consideration of thejssucs involved in 
the dispute which affects 53,000 work- 
ers by a full membership of the med- 
iation board.

President Wilson 
Took Similar 
Measure 


By JACK STINNETT 
WASHINGTON — President Roose- 


velt may be having a little trouble 
with his revision of the Neutrality 
Bill to permit the arming of mer- 
chant vessels, but it can't be any 
worse than President Wilson had with 
a similar measure 2-1 years ago. 


Some of the pieces in the present 


pattern seem to fit exactly those of 
nearly a quarter of a century ago. In 
those days, it was called the "Armed 
Neutrality" bill. 
The 
House had 


passage of the 1917 bill was unprece- 
dented for a controversial measure. 
The vote was 403 to 13. 


In 
both 
instances, the 
measures 


faced really bit treballles in the Sen- 
ale. Both times, a hardhitting minor- 
ity in the upper house made the ma- 
jority put on kid gloves. Now, as 
then, "incidents" have popped up to 
influence the vote. In 1917, it was 
the "Zimmerman note," which pub- 
licized an alleged plot on the part of 
Germany to ally Mexico and Japan 
in a war against the United States. In 
1941. 
it was the sinking of the Lehigh 


and the Bold Venture and the tor- 
pedoing of the Kearny, almost in the 
midst of deliberations on the bill. 


But the points of difference are con- 


siderable, too. 


On a cold, dreary Friday, March 2. 


1917, 
the Armed Neutrality Bill reach- 


ed the Senate floor. There seemed no 
doubt about its passage—it was only 
a question of when the vote would 
come. It couldn't be long because the 
G4th Congress was to die at noon, 
Sunday. 


Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the British 


ambassador, and a score of other not- 
ables, were in the galleries. On the 
floor, the late Sen. Robert M. LaFol- 
lette (whose son, Young Bob, now 
holds down a stool in the same isola- 
tionist camp) was bristling for action 
and behind him at the moment were 
just ten senators—ten of 35 represen- 
tatives of the people in all of Congress 
who opposed arming merchant ves- 
sels. 


The first blast came when Senator

New 'Schnozzles' 
Ships Ready 
for Combat1 


By MILTON BRONNER

WASHINGTON—'Rattlesnake traps' 


either have been set, or are ready to 
bo set, before the entrances of all 
important American harbors, the- U. 
S. Navy has announced. 


These arc the nets and booms which 


will protect the ports of the United 
States and its possessions against in- 
vasion by marauding submarines. 


Some of the nets actually have been 


laid, find plans have been completed to 
give this protection instantly to all 
harbors in the event of a naval crisis. 


Net Depots on Both Coasts 
Procuring these nets, storing them 


and laying them is the task of the 
Naval District Division of the Office 
of Naval Operations. 


The nets arc made of steel. Net de- 


pots have been established on both 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts and 
almost all the nets have been de- 
livered. 


During the past months a special 


number of officers and enlisted men 
have been put through special train- 
ing at San Francisco and at Newport, 
R. I., learning how to man the net 


depots and to handle the nets. 


But men and nets are no good with- 


out ships. To this end 25 tugs have 
been purchased, 21 vessels have been 
converted or built as net auxiliaries 
and 32 small net tenders have been 
odered, a number of these already 
being completed and on their stations. 
The balance will be delivered in the 
course of the current month. 


For the Pacific coast stations the 


net tenders have been built in ship- 
yards in Houghton, Wash. For the At- 
lantic coast the interesting thing is 
that small shipyards in Cleveland, 
Ohio, and Point Pleasant, W. Va.t 
have been used. The Cleveland vessels 
go down to the sea via the Great 
Lakes. The West Virginia ships go 
down the Ohio River, thence by the 
way of the Mississippi River, Gulf 
of Mexico and to the Atlantic. 


Owing to the peculiar prow of some 


of these ships, they have already been 
labeled by the scamne—"Schnozzle 
Durantes."

A coat labeled "alt 
wool" or "all virgin wool" will actual- 
ly be 100 per cent new wool. 


The lining and the interlining should 


be carefully examined, since with the 
jan on raw silk imports, more and 
more of the linings doubtless will be 
of rayon. For most coats, good qual- 
ty rayon is highly satisfactory, if the 
seams are generous and well-stitched. 
Otherwise, they may fray badly. 


The interlining material should be 


checked to make sure it will be warm 
enough for frigid days. If the inter- 
lining and lining are seamed separte- 
iy the coat will look better and fit 
better. 


A coat that is accurately cut with 


the grain of the cloth hangs straight 
all around when tried on. 


A well-made coat is hemmed and 


finished off with silk-ribbon binding; 
the coat front is faced back and was 
sewed securely before the lining was 
sewed on; all seams lie flat and are 
bound with preshrunk tape; the thread 
throughout is strong and matches coal 
materials; the coat lining fits into the 
coat smoothly; the lining hem is join- 
ed to the coat only at the front fac- 
ings and with tacks at each seam; 
and a pleat about three-fourths of an 
inch deep runs the full length of the 
center back, and is tacked at waistline 
and lower edge.
